“ This was the signal I had agreed on with 
my operator at Cornwall, and it assured me 
of the success of the Table Head station, for, 
as the Morse code is made up of dots and 
dashes, and as it is just as easy to receive 
a dash as a dot, it would have been as e 


at that time to receive a message 


My work between that day and last Sun- 
day was chiefly the installing of new ma- 
chinery and making improvements and 
strenthening the signals. The first message 
was from the Cornwall station, and the 
first from this side were to the kings of 
England and Italy.“ 

In concluding, Marconi stated that he ex- 
pected wireless communication would be 
established with south Africa soon after the 
station here was opened for communication. 
This will give the Marconi Wireless Teleg- 
raphy company communication with all 
parts of the world.

treasurer, . - 


Happy Over. the Prospects. , 

Miss Nelson, after the meeting, was happy 
over the prospects of the club. She said: 

“ Yes, it“ is true that we expect to go out 
west, and that a club has been formed to.

A VOLCANIC AND SEISMIC YEAR 

The year 1902 bids fair to be known in 
the records of time as the voleanic and earth- 
quake year, and this continent has had its 
full share of the disastrous results of these 


convulsions. The- disturbances began last | 


May, and from that time to this there has 
not been a month in which they have not 
been active. In South America, Central 
America, the islands of the Caribbean sea, 
Guatemala, Mexico, and Alaska there have 
been violent eruptions of volcanoes, involy- 
ing large loss of life and widespread de- 
striction of property, while many volcanoes, 
long supposed to be extinct, have made sym- 
pathetic efforts sufficiently threatening to 
cause general alarm in their vicinity. The 
eruption of Mont Pelee and Mont Souffriére 


were the most violent, burying the country 


for miles around in ashes and destroying 
45,600 lives. To these must be added 7,625 
more lost at other places, making a total of 
53,225 victims of voleanie fury. | 

Voleanic eruptions’ have been accom- 
panied by seismic disturbances in various 
parts of the world. Upon this continent 
Mexico and Guatemala have been the chief 
sufferers, 1,300 lives having been lost in 
those two countries. Few disasters from 
this cause have occurred in Burope, but 
Turkestan, in western Asia, has been shaken 
up three times. In February 5,000 lives 
were lost at Shamakar, in the Caucasus re- 
gion; in September, 1,100 in the same re- 
gion; and in December, 5,000 at Andijan, 
which is in the eastern part of Turkestan, 
In addition to these last ten times their num- 
ber have been left homeless. ‘The entire 
number of lives from this cause is 
12,437. 

Not satisfied with distatbances 
and earthquakes, nature has been busy with 
its storms in the shape of cyclones, typhoons, 
and hurricanes every month in the year. 
They count 4,592 victims. Nature has also 
let loose floods, sweeping away 8,032 vie- 
tims, China, as usual, being the principal | 
sufferer. Fire, that other element of nature, 
claims a long list of victims, though it is 
hardly fair to charge to nature what clearly 
is attributable to human negligence and 
carelessness, as was shown, for instance, 
three times in this city when the St. Luke’s 
hospital, the glucose works, and the Lincoln 
hotel burned, involving the loss of thirty- 
seven lives. This year 1,593 persons have 
been reported as having lost their lives in 
this country by fire, but the real number 
must have been greater. In large fires in 
Durope 1,007 lives have been reported as 
lost. ‘The number of casualties of this kind 
in Burope is much smaller than in this coun- 
try, as they build more securely over there, 
and consequently have fewer destructive 
fires. The general trend of fire waste in this 
country is in the direction of increase, and 
the saddest feature of it all is that the loss 
of life by fire also increases every year, 

From all other causes a little more than 
80,000 persons have perished in 1902. 
While this is not as large a number of fatali- 
ties as has occurred in some other years, the 
destruction is phenomenal in that nearly 
two-thirds of it has been occasioned by vol 
canic and 8. seismic disturbances. |

But combination, 
which makes it possible to maintain uniform 
rates, has also made it possible’ to fix and 
maintain unjust rates.

“ The greatest charity we can bestow upon 
any one is to take care of him before he is 
born—to see that he is born well, of good, 
healthy, educated parents, and in a decent 
home. If we were to suspend all our costly 
machinery for the care of those who are al- 
ready born, and attend to those who are yet 
to be born, in twenty-five years we would 
accomplish more than with our 
methods we can in twenty-five centuries.

should be done by experienced agents of a 
central bureau and it should consist of bring-

L. A. Crandall ‘Says Such Union Must 
Be for the Salvation of 
the Lost. 


“Shall Chicago Churches Federate was 
the subject of the Rev. L. A. Crandall’s ser- 
mon yesterday in Memorial Baptist church. 

“The organic unity of all Christians is a 
blessed dream with which we eomfort our 
hearts and feed our hopes, said he, but 
the time for its realization is not yet. Unity 
eannot be secured by enactment; it must 
come by slow evolution.

Little Masterpieces of Science (Double- 
day) presents an admirable idea excellently 
developed.

NO HOPE IN SIGHT. 
Mr, Ghent Says We Are Approaching Uni- 
versal Slavery. 

When Mr. W. J. Ghent gets through with 
the United States of America in his book, 
Our Benevolent Feudalism’ (Macmillan 
company), any one who believes what he says 
of the country will want to hide his head. 
The question is how many will take the same 
gloomy view of affairs. Compared with Mr. 
Ghent’s state of mind on the condition of the 
country, Erving Winslow is a hopeful optim- 
ist. Mr. Ghent sees America drifting at a 

rapid rate into absolute feudalism. We are 


feudalized now, he says, but-will soon be 


hopelessly enslaved. According to Mr. Ghent, 
the present prosperity is a delusion and a 
snare, so far as the laboring man is con- 
cerned. The census figures are juggled and 
wages were tower in 1901 than they were 


in 1881, while commodities are dearer. He 


continually impugns the veracity of govern- 
mental figures, but seems to place complete 
faith in those privately collected. 

In the concentration of capital and indus- 
try he sees the forging of chains about 
the limbs of labor. In the decrees of courts, 
the hortatory addresses of educators, and in 
the fulminations of books and newspapers 
he sees the corrupting influence of the capi- 
talists’ money. He impeaches the honesty 
of the bench, the integrity of the bar, the 
fairmindedness of the press, the disinterest- 
edness of thé pulpit, the purity of our social 
life. He doesn’t approve of Rousseau, or 
Marx, or Jefferson, or Henry George, or 
William Jennings Bryan, and it is not easy to 
see whom he does admire. 

In conclusion, he draws a picture of what 
we are approaching, which, if true, will great-
